Although the republicans, ade by the 
strength of Fred A. Busse, elected 
twenty-one of the thirty-six new aldermen 
and the democrats but fifteen, the city council 
Will de democratic. by. n majority of two, 
Owing to the fact that twenty-one of the 
holdover aldermen are democrats and only 
thirteen republicans. 
In the twenty wards which were carried

After a long partisan fight in the democratic 
organization in the Fifth ward the demo- 
cratic enemies of Ald.

The ordinances providing for a new and 
up to date street car system in Chicago were 
approved yesterday by the voters at the polls 
land are now in force. 

The adoption of the ordinances was by a 
majority of 338,126. The vote on the meas- 
ures was 165,846 im their favor and 182,720 
against. Twenty-five wards returned ma- 
jorities im support of the settlement plan 
and ten ward voted against it. Of the 886,- 
006 citizens who cast their ballots at the 
polls 208,566 voted on the traction question. 
This was 89 per cent of the total vote—the 
largest proportion of votes ever cast on a 
question of public policy. 

The so-called council referendum petition, 


5 codiaania Wik taote than 50,000 
less than the number of votersalleged to have 
signed the petition asking for the vote. 

No one in the bereaved I. M. O. camp wae 
able to explain the discrepancy. 

No time will be lost in putting into effect 
the rehabilitation of street car service con- 
templated by the ordinances. Officials of the 
City railway and the Union Traction inter- 
ests said the measures will be accepted as 
soon as the necessary arrangements can be 
made. 

Plans for the reconstruction of south side 
lines are being drawn up. North and west 
side improvements will be taken up so soon 
as the reorganization of the Union Traction 
company is effected. 

The first step toward euforeing the terms 
of the ordinances will be the appointment by 
Mayor Busse of the city’s representative on 
the board of supervising engineers, of which 
Bion J. Arnold is chairman.

In the Eleventh ward 
the result was close, the ordinances carrying 
by only nine votes.

Taken all in all, the 
returns spelled the complete repudiation of 
the vacillating policy of Mayor Dunne on 
the street car question and the indorsement 
of the people's fepresentatives in the city 
eouncil who framed and passed the settle- 
ment plan. :

Receive Returns at Headquarters of 
Republican Committee with Assur- 
ance of Victory—Harly Results 
Cause Officers of Organization to 
Send Early Congratulations to the 
Mayor-Elect— County Board Presi- 
dent Talks of New City. 


After the first. return from the First pre- 
cinct of the First ward to be heard from. 
reached republican headquarters in Fifth: 
avenue yesterday afternoon the only ques-: 
tion in the minds of the members of the 
executive committee was as to the extent of 


Busses plurality. 


Republican leaders had been consistent in 
their prediction that Busse would be elected, 


but none of them had expected such a steady 


increase over the vote of two years ago as. 


was indicated. -After 4:30 p. m. there was 
not a question as to Busse's election. 

To the voting machines. scattered through- 
out the city is due much of the credit for 
the rapid returns. One machine had been 
placed in each ward and in the Twenty-fifth 
vee Thirty-fifth wards there were two ma- 
chines. 


Busse Shown a Favorite. 


The returns from these precincts, which 
reached headquarters shortly after 4 o’clock, 
showed that in every quarter of the city 
Busse had been the favorite. 

“IT guess that we might as well send word 
to Fred that he is elected,“ said Chairman 
James Reddick. If we made any mistake 
— all it was by placing his plurality too 

W.“ 

Then Mr. Reddick hurried to a telephone 
and transmitted the first news of the election 
to the mayor-elect. This news consisted of 
the returns from the first thirty-one pre- 
cincts heard from. These precincts showed 
a plurality of 800 for Busse, where Dunne had 
received a plurality of 1,700 two years ago. 

That the republicans were not surprised at 
these returns was indicated in that a big box 
full of red fireworks, purchased some days 
ago, was uncovered and immediately put in 
action. A firebrand soon was blazing from 
every window at 76 Fifth avenue, and it was 
not long before a great crowd had congre- 
gated in the street which enthusiastically 
cheered at the news carried by the ae 
nic display. 


“Downfall of Hearst.” 

“It is the downfall of Hearstism in Chica- 
go,“ said President Edward J. Brundage of 
the county board of commissioners. A vote 
against Dunne was a vote against Hearst, 
and the people of Chicago took that means 
of showing how they stood on that issue. 
This is but another proof that a campaign 
of vilification will not be permitted here. 

“One of the important issues decided is 
the school question. We need live, sane 
men on the board of education, and I have 
no doubt but that we will have them. The 
next important issue decided was the divorc- 
ing of the police department from politics. 
When this is done the people will be re- 
warded for placing Mr. Busse in office if he 
does nothing else.“ 

“This only verifies our prediction that 
mudslinging would only aid in defeating the 
party which engaged in slinging it,“ said 
Mr. Reddick. “I am thankful that all re- 


publican speakers refrained from dabbling 
in muck. 

“The issue was plain and the people de- 
cided it as they should. It was a question 
between good and bad government—a busi- 
ness administration and an administration of 
experimentation. It is evident that the elec- 
tion was won several days ago.“

PROHIBITION VOTE SHOWS 
GAIN OVER TWO YEARS AGO. 


Oliver W. Stewart, One of Mr. Bru- 
baker’s Campaign Managers, Gives 
Analysis of the Result. 


An analysis of the prohibition vote was 
given by Oliver W. Stewart, one of the cam- 
palgn managers for William A. Brubaker, 
the dry candidate for mayor. 

The vote of 5,875 was the largest ever 
polled in Chicago for a local election,“ said 
Mr; Stewart. 
figure in the vote for Dr. Swallow for prési- 
dent, but when Mr. Dunne was elected two 
years ago the prohibition vote v s only 8,300. 

“It is a surprisingly good showing when 
one considers the close fight made by the 
leading candidates. I attribute the large 
vote to the general protest against the saloon 
rule in Chicago. None of our votes went to 
Dunne. I do not think Dunne could get fifty 
prohibition votes in Chicago, for his open 
saloon policy was condemned by us a long 
time ago. 

“I think there was a general sentiment 
on the part of the members of the party that 
our position was right and this sentiment 
even extended to some republicans, I am 
sure.

A marked falling off in the socialist vote 
yesterday was attributed generally to votes 
cast by that party for Mr., Dunne.

Decrease in Many Wards. 

There was a falling off of 147 socialist 
votes in the First ward as compared with 
‘last fall’s election. In the Second the loss 
was 162. In the Twelfth ward, which gave 
the head of the ticket last fall a vote of 
1,716, the socialist vote was cut to984. There

royalty took to the sea as a calling, among 
the first to 40 80 being Prince Rupert and 
Prince Maurice, nephews of King Charles I. 
and grandsons of King James I. Prince Ru- 
pert, indeed, is regarded by many, as the 
originator of the torpedo boat, for while 
Oliver Cromwell's Admiral Blake was block- 
ading the mouth of the Tagus Rupert, who 
Was engaged in championing the English 
royalist cause a doat, and denounced by the 
commonwealth as a buccaneer, made an un- 
successful attempt to blow up the British 
flagship by means of an infernal machine, 
contained in a barrel and calculated to ex- 
plode on touching the side of the vessel.

King James II. was appointed lord high 
admiral of England at the tender age of 8 
by his father, the ill fated Charles I. He 
was brought up as a sailor and is on record 
as having been a far more successful naval 
commander than monarch, having two 
naval victories—namely: those of Lowestoft, 
in 1665, and Solebly, in 1672, to his credit. 

Queen Ann's husband was a professional 
sailor, and so, too, was King George III.'s 
young brother, Edward, duke of York, who 
as admiral made a grand tour of all the Bu- 
ropean ports on board the Centurion. Prince 
William, afterwards William IV., was a sail- 
or through and through, served under Nelson 
in the West Indies, and rose to the rank of 
lord high admiral. The next sailor prince 
in English history was King Edward's sec- 
ond brother, Alfred, duke of Edinburgh, who 
died as sovereign duke of Coburg. The pres- 
ent-prince of Wales had risen to the rank of 
captain by hard work in the navy when on 
the death of his elder brother he was relieved 
of further sea service to assume the duties 
of heir apparent, and now his second son in 
turn is following in his footsteps. 

The prince of Wales, his uncle, the duke of 
Edinburgh, and his great-granduncle, King 
William IV., had to put up with plenty of 
hard knocks while serving as midshipmen, 
as the bump of reverence for royalty was 
conspicuous by its absence from the craniums 
of their messmates, and all three of them 
were obliged to secure their proper level by 
means of their fists. Old Emperor William's 
younger brother, Prince Adelbert, may be de- 
scribed as having been father.of the German 
navy. The kKaiser’s only brother, Prince 
Henry, is now ranking officer of the German 
navy and devoted to his profession, while 
the emperor’s favorite son, Prince Adelbert, 
is likewise serving afloat. Several of the 
other German dynasties have furnished 
scions of their houses to the naval service. 
Emperor Francis Joseph's brother, Ferdi- 
nand, was the sailor prince of the Austrian 
navy until he became emperor of Mexico, 
and at the present moment there are at least 
three archdukes of the imperial house of 
Hapsburg in the Austrian navy. 

— 


Queen Marguerite of Italy’s only brother, 
the duke of Genoa, is the senior admiral of 
the Italian navy, in which Als eldest son, 
the prince of Udine, and his cousin, Prince 
Louis, duke of the Abruzzi, likewise hold 
rank, while in Russia the czar’s brother-in- 
law, Archduke Alexander Michaelowitch, 
who visited America on board the Russian 
squadron as an officer thereof at the time 
of the Columbian celebration thirteen years 
ago, is so enthusiastic about his seafaring 
profession that he has taken the trouble of 
translating all Capt. Mahan’s works into 
Russian for the benefit of his fellow officers. 
His cousin, Grand Duke Cyril, went down on 
board the flagship of Admiral Makharoff 
when destroyed by a Japanese mine off Port 
Arthur in the early stages of the Manchurian 
war, and was rescued in a most miraculous 
manner in a badly wounded condition.

COLLINS SCARED OUT OF TAKING 
CHARGE OF ELECTION, 


Also Repudiates Legal Opinion of His 
Attorney, Frank Comerford, and 
Seeks Other Authority Relative to 
His Powers to Override Voting 
Commissioners—Friends Admit He 
Worried Over. Possibility of Being 


Punished. 
* 


Chief Collins was scared yesterday. His 
expected attempt to intimidate voters by 
fiooding polling places with policemen in- 
structed to arrest Busse voters at the slight- 
est opportunity, and in other ways to take 
complete charge of the election, was frus- 
trated by the chief's own timidity. 

The chief was thoroughly frightened by the 
storm his bulletin of instructions on Monday 
raised in the election commissioners’ office. 
Instead of trying to carry out his plans, he 
attempted to retract in his position. His 
friends admitted he was worried over the pos- 
sibility that he could be punished in court for 
his cOntempt of the election law. 

The chief spent the day in his office, sur- 
rounded by his advisers, chief among whom 
were Police Attorney Frank Comerford and 
Attorney Julius Neiger, Comerford’s law 
partner. The chief outwardly appeared se- 
rene and unworried over the near prospect 
of losing his good job. 


Chief Goes Back on Comerford. 

Attorney Comerford's position was peculiar 
and embarrassing. He had given the chief 
an opinion that he had the power to take 
charge of the elections whether the elec- 
tion commigsioners desired ſt or not. But 
the chief, while acting on this opinion at 
first, later thought he would seek other au- 
thority. From his actions it is evident that 
a higher power rendered an opinion that 
the chief thought more advisable to follow. 

The only ripple in police circles was the 
excitement over the arrest of three men early 
in the afternoon at California avenue and 
West Madison street. They were arrested 
by Detectives Tierney and Fitzgerald of the 
central bureau, who said the men were pick- 
pockets looking for a chance to work in the 
crowd at the polling places. The detectives 
say they are well known crooks. The men 
gave the names of Edwin Jackson, Charles 
Williams, and Joseph O'Donnell. They were 
taken to the central station and placed in 
cells without being booked. This was in 
accordance with Instructions of the chief 
given the day before. 


Refuses to Book Men. 

Attorney Charles Erbstein appeared in be- 
half of the prisoners and held a stormy ses- 
sion with the chief. Attorney Erbstein said 
the men were arrested as they were about to 
vote, and that they must be booked. The 
chief refused to do this, saying the men would 
not be booked until this morning. Erbstein 
threatened to, get a writ of habeas corpus. 
The chief told him to go ahead and get it, as 
no judge was sitting. 

Erbstein found County Judge Rinaker after 
some searching and obtained the writ. When 
he brought this to the chief, Collins ordered 
the men booked at once for disorderly con- 
duct. They were released later on $200 bail 
each. 

A few other scattering reports of trouble 
came in, but none signified that the police 
were more than ordinarily active. 

Almost every available plain clothes man 
in the city, however, was pressed into elec- 
tion duty. The polls were manned all day 
with these men. The central station: was 
deserted by its usual mob of hangers-on, and 
the reserves at the division headquarters 
were called in and assigned to duty. Inspec- 
tor Shippy’s men were not used, as the chief 
did not trust them. 


Miss Haley Reports “Trouble.” 

Alarm calis that came to the chief through 
his private telephone were promptly an- 
ewered by equads of men. One call was from 
Margeret Haley, who informed the chief 
that too Many republicans were hanging 
around the Virginia hotel. The chief denied 
he had sent any men there. . 

Fred Conrath. 1638 West Madison street, 
was arrested in the morning on the charge of 
disorderly conduct.and violating the election 
laws. He went into the polling place at West 
Madison street and Gross terrace and, ac- 
cording to Policeman Mitchell, began dis 
turbing the voters. He told the judges he 
had been sent by the Independence league. 
He was ordered to go out, but refused. He 


was arrested. ' 

Of the many complaints of irregularitics 
ony @ few were found by the election com- 
‘missioners to have any basis. Most of the 
complaints were made by whose 
names had been erased from the poll books 
because of failure to respond to suspect no- 
tices. Few of these were given permission 
to vote. 
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ALL LIKE NEW MACHINES, 


VOTING APPLIANCES WIN FAVOR 
WHEREVER TESTED. 


Complete Returns Had Within One 
Minute After Polls Are Closed— 
Sixteen Men Cast Gallots in Fif- 
teen Minutes in One Precinct, 
While Some Require Only Four or 
Five Seconds—John M. Harlan 
Heartily indorses Them. 


The efficiency of voting machines was 
proved yesterday in évery ward in the city. 
The etection commissioners allowed four 
companies to place their machines in some of 
the polling places. They were so distributed 
that there was one machinein each ward. 

A canvass of a dozen of the polling places 
in which voting machines were used showed 
that democrats, republicans, and other poll- 
tlielans on duty at the polls were highly 
elated over the success of the machines. 

In each precinct where a machine was used 
the total returns of the precinct were reported 
within a minute after the election judges an- 
nounced the polls were closed at 4 o'clock. 
In many other precincts Judges and clerks 
were busy for hours counting ballots and ar- 
guing over those that were mutilated. One 
of the great advantages of the voting ma- 
chine is that it is impossible for a man to 
cast a mutilated ballot.”’ 


Machines Indorsed by Harlan. 

John M. Harlan and many progressive busi- 
ness men took an interest in the work of the 
voting machines and visited a number of 
polis where machines were used. : 

“I can safely say that Chicago is destined 
to become u devote of the voting machine,“ 
said Mr. Harlan. Just think what a boon 
to the general interest of the voters would 
be the ability to obtain the total returns of 
the entire city within half an hour after the 
polls were closed, 

I have found today that voters generally 
commend the machines because there is a 
mechanical honesty about the returns that 
cannot be questioned. A man sees his vote 
recorded as soon as he leaves the voting 
booth.“ 

One of the many commendadie features of 
the voting machines is the rapidity with 
which they work. 

We found a large number of men wait- 
ing outside the polis this morning when we 
opened up here,“ said Henry Pascoe, a judge 
in the Twenty-seventh precinct of the First 
ward, 104 East Twenty-second street. Six- 
teen men voted in the first fifteen minutes. 
A number of voters were in the booth only 
four or five seconds. 

At the Twenty-third precinct of the Second 

ward, 206 Thirty-first street, A. T. Wedtka, a 
judge, said: 
It's the simplest thing in the world. We 
have had no trouble explaining how to vote 
with the machine. Some old men who have 
been accustomed all their lives to mark a 
big cross at the head of their favorite ticket, 
grumbled before entering the booth at the 
‘new fangled’ process. When they came out 
they were beaming with smiles over its sue- 
cess.” 


Women Interested in Appliances. 

At a number of polling places women 
called and wanted to examine the voting 
machines. 

“ I wondered at the interest of the women,. 
said J. J. Walsh, a judge at the voting place 
at 5601 Morgan street, in the Thirty-frst 
ward. “ They were shown the demonstrat- 
ing machine, and it seemed to stir up their 
suffrage ambitions. ‘It won't be long until 
we can work one of those as well as the men,’ 
one woman said. 

“It's just as easy as rolling off a log. 
Only one vote was lost, by one fellow who 
threw the lever and then shoved it back 
again, contrary to instructions. There were 
365 votes cast. Ugually the lost votes amount 
to 2 or per cent of the total number cast.” 

In Fred Busses ward, at the polling place 
at 472 North Clark street, Within a minute 
after the polls were closed the machine was 
unlocked by the judges. The figures, which 
appeared under their respective heads, much 
like figures appear on a cash régister, showed 
181 for Busse and 68 for Dunne.

TOWN GOES WILD WITH JOY 


NEW YEAR’S DIN OUTDONE BY 
REPUBLICAN ENTHUSIASTS. 


Streets Are Packed Solidly with Men, 
Women, and Children, Who Cheer 
and Blow Horns as Election Re- 
turns Are Flashed on Screens from 
“The Tribune’ Office — Merchant 
Who Bet on Dunne Trundles a Fat 
Lawyer in Wheelbarrow. 


Everybody was for Busse last night. 
From 4 o'clock, when the returns from the 
voting machines were telephoned to the 
newspaper offices, until midnight, when the 
overwhelming republican majority became 
a mere matter of figures, the downtown 
streets were the scene of great jubilation. 
The man who voted for Dunne shifted his 
cigar, smiled philosophically, and went down- 
town. The man with the Busse button bought 
a horn and gave it to his small boy. And 
New Tears eve—once the greatest of Chi- 
cago festivale—fadeé into insignificance. 
Probably no less than 300,000 people—men, 
women, and children—visited the loop district 
during the evening. The focal point of the 
crowd was at Madison an Dearborn streets, 
where, with two big stereopticons, returns 


were thrown from Tap TrisuN® office on 


screens hung on the Hartford building and 
the Boston store. 


Streets Packed with People. 

From this corner, for a block in every di- 
rection, the streets were a solid mass of 
closely packed humanity. Within a radius 
of 200 feet of the corner the crowd was prac- 
tically impassable. Cars of the West Madi- 
son street and north side lines were blocked 
for hours. A woman who fainted in the 
middle of the crowd early in the evening had 
to be passed over the heads of the pedes- 
trians to a waiting police ambulance. 

As the returns indicatin, che totals in the 
vote for mayor and for the traction ordi- 
nances were thrown on the screen wave after 
wave of cheering passed through the 
throng, hats and canes were thrown In the 
air, and men slapped one another gleefully 
on the back and excitedly waiked all over 
one another’s toes. No one objected. 

Two brass bands kept up a continuous in- 
terchange of popular airs, but attracted lit- 
tle attention until the band in front of a 
Hearst newspaper office inadvertently 
struck up A Lemon in the Garden of Love.“ 
Then there was a howl. 


Returns Flashed in Polish. 


Similar scenes were enacted on a smaller 
scale at four other points throughout the 
city where election returns were furnished 
by THE TRIBUNE. At Milwaukee avenue and 
Noble street the returns were flashed on a 
screen both in the English and Polish lan- 
guages. This stunt,“ which came as a 
pleasant surprise to the crowd, was received 
with tumultuous applause. 

Stereopticons also were placed at Halsted 
street and Wrightwood avenue and at Bel- 
mont and Lincoln avenues. At each place 
“moving pictures’’ filled in the intervals 
in the display of the election returns, 

In State street the celebration reached the 
height of picturesque fervor. Both sides of 
the street. from Madison to Congress streets. 
were lined with a constantly shifting throng, 
every one shouting et the top of his—or her— 
voice,

Bolt Against Higgins. 

The trouble I spoke of, had refefence to 
the bolt against Higgins—that is, in reality 
against Mr. Harriman and Mr. Harriman's 
friend, Gov. Odell. A reference to the files of 
the New York papers, at that time will show 
that there was an extensive bolt against 
Mr. Higgins upon the ground that. Gov. 
Odell had nominated him and that he had in 
some matters favored Mr. Harriman over- 
much—neither ground. in my judgment, be- 
ing tenable. Mr. Harriman’s backing of 
Gov. Odell and extreme willingness that he 
showed by securing Higgins’ election was a 
matter of common notoriety and mentioned 
in all the papers, notably in the New York 
Sun.

A regards what I have said in my message 
about the interstate commerce commission, while 
I say I should have been delighted ‘to go over it 
with you, I also must frankly say that my mind 
was definitely made up. Certain revelations con- 
nected with the investigation of the heef trust 
caused me to write the paragraph in question. I 
went with extreme care over the information in 
possession of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion and of the bureau of oorporations before writ- 
ing it. I then went over the written paragraph 
egain and again with Paul Merton, who is, of all 
my cabinet, the man most familiar with railroad 
matters of course, and with Root, Knox, Taft. and 
Moody. It is a matter I had deen carefully con- 
sidering for two years, and had been gradually, 
though reluctantly, coming to the conclusion that 
it is unwise and unsafe for me to leave the ques- 
tion of rebates where it now is, and to fail to give 
the interstate commerce commission additional 
power of an effective kind in regulating these 
rates. 

Loet me repeat that I did not have this question 
in mind when I asked you to come down. but that 
I should most gladly have talked it over with you 
if it had occurred to me te do so; but, as a matter 
ef fact, as you will remember, when you did come 
down to see me, you and I were beth so engaged 
in the New York political situation that we talked 
of little else; and finally that the position I have 
taken has not been taken lightly, but after think- 
ing over the matter and looking at it from different 
standpoints for at least two years, and after the 
most careful consultation with Morton, Taft, 
Moody, Knox, and Root, as to the exact phraseology 
I should use. 

“I do not send you a copy simply because they 
have given no one a copy, not even the men above 
mentioned.’

What F wrote 
him and what he wrote me was, of course, in- 
tended for our eyes alone. In the course of 
a letter which he wrote me in December, 
1905, he warned me against being drawn into 
politics, and questioned whether I had any 
political or party instinct united to what he 
was pleased to call my business instinct. This 
drew from me the reply to Mr. Webster’s in- 
quiry, which, in a substantially correct form, 
has been stolen and published. This letter 
was written on Jan. 2, 1906, at a time when no 
one could doubt the cordiality of my relations 
with the president. 

About ten days ago I was told that a dis- 
charged stenographer was trying to sell to 
some newspaper a reproduction from his 


‘notes of one of my private letters. I could 


Bardly believe that any matter so obtained 
would be accepted or published, yet I made 
every effort to prevent it. 


Tells What Facts Are. 

Let me present the facts: On June 29, 1904, 
the president wrote me the following letter, 
which he does not include in the correspond- 
ence published today. It reached mein Eu- 
rope: 1 

White House, Washington, D. C., June 29, 1904. 
—Personal—My Dear Mr. Harriman: I thank 
you for your letter. As soon as you come home 
I shall want to see you. The fight will doubtleas 
be hot then. It has been a real pleasure to see you 
this year. THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

In reply to this I wrote him on my return 
from Europe the letter of Sept. 20, the open- 
ing sentences of which he eliminated in his 
publication:

“TRICK,” SAYS CHANDLER. 


Attorney-Declares Act Is Confes- 
sion She Cannot Trans- 
act Business. 


Concord, N. H., April 2.—[Special.}—Mrs. 
Mary Baker addy has transferred her entire 
estate to a trust, made up of Henry M. Baker 
of Bow, Archibald McLellan of Boston, and 
Josiah E. Fernald of Concord. 

This action came as a complete sur- 
prise to the attorneys, who have begun suit 
— en an accounting of Mrs. Eddy’s 
estate. 

It is now claimed that Mrs. Eddy cannot 
be compelled to appear in court in connec-. 
tion with the pending litigation. The trustees. 
are empowered to prosecute and defend, for 
the benefit of the estate of Mrs. Eddy, any 
suits at law or in equity, wheter now pend- 
ing or that afterwards may be brought with 
reference to any matter in which she aed 
personally be interested. 


Not Christian Science Men. 

With the exception of Mr. McLellan the 
trustees are’ not believers in the Christian 
Science doctrine. Mr. Baker is a former con- 
gressman, while Mr. Fernald is president of 
one of the banks in this city, and has for 
several years acted as Mrs. Eddy's financial 
agent. 

The next step in the litigation will come 
when counsel for both parties to the suit 
will agree upon a date for a hearing on the 
motion that was filed today. 

Former Senator William E. Chandler, 
chief counsel for the plaintiffs, is in Wash- 
ington, and will not come to this city until a 
hearing in court is held. 

It was rumored, although no official con- 
firmation could be obtained. that Lewis C. 
Strang, Mrs. Eddy's assistant secretary, was 
soon to retire from his post. Mr. Strang has 
been a member of the Pleasant view house- 
hold for two or thrée years, coming here from 
Boston, where he was.an active newspaper 
worker. According to the rumor, Mr. Strang 
is to be succeeded by H. Cornell Wilson; who 
is at the head of the Christian Science pub- 
lication committee in New York. 


Trust Long Contemplated. 

Frank S. Streeter, personal counsel for Mrs. 
Eddy and counsel for the trustees to whom 
Mrs. Eddy has converted her property, made 
this statement: 

The creation of a trust to take charge of 
and care for all her property and business 
affairs was contemplated by Mrs. Eddy before 
she had any knowledge that the equity suit 
was begun, or contemplated, and she had 
consulted me with reference thereto. 

As to the suit itself, if, as claimed, it was 
begun for the sole purpose of protecting Mrs. 
Eddy’s property interests, the next friends 
should feel relieved from any anxiety.” 

Henry M. Baker, chairman of the trustees; 
in behalf of himself and his associates, gave 
out the following: 

Mrs. Eddy has relieved herself of the care 
of her estate, that she may devote her time 
and thought without interruption to ad- 
vancing the cause she represents. Her 
trustees accepted the trust several weeks ago, 
and will not hesitate to protect and defend 
the estate intrusted to them, if need be, 
against both plaintiffs and defendants in the 
pending suit.” 

„Trick,“ Says Chandler. 

Washington, D. C., April 2.—Former United 
States Senator William E. Chafidler, counsel 
for the plaintiffs in the Glover-Eddy suit, late 
tonight issued a statement in which he de- 
clares that the new trust for Mrs. Eddy’s 
property “is a trick contrived by her 
„allers to avoid a possible receivership, 
and that the defendants in mae suit have 
‘used her delusions and in petency to 
serve their own selfish ends.“ 

Mr. Chandler’s statement follows: 

“ The new trust is a trick contrived by the 
jailers of Mrs. Eddy to avoid a receivership, 
which may be ordered by the court. In the 
face of our averment that Mrs. Eddy is not fit 
to do business, they make her sign a deed by 
which she admits the truth of our claim that 
she is unfit, and under this deed they seize 
all her property. 

“The validity of this performance four 
days after the suit was brought will be in- 
quired into when the lawsuit is tried, as will 
the validity of the trust deed covering $100,- 
000 or more for the benefit of Mr. Glover, 
made the day before the suit was brought, 
and all other conveyances of her property 
made by her when incompetent. 


Will Not Stop Suit.

It is said that the leaders have changed their 
strike plans completely now and that they 
have dropped the original idea of tying up the 
entire forty railroads west of Chicago and 
New Orleans. Probably only a few of the 
larger systems will be included in a strike or- 
der, should one be issued. 

It-was estimated that the negotiations for 
higher wages afid shorter hours have cost 
the railroad brotherhoods a larger sum of 
money to date than ever was expended before 
in a similar movement. The negotiations 
began Jan. 28 and have continued, with an 
interim of about three weeks, almost uninter- 
ruptedly.

Finance Minister Kokovsoff appealed to 
the members to deal with the subject in a 
national spirit, and hot from the standpoint 
of party politics. He declared he would gen- 
erally be able to keep the expenditures with- 
in the limits lald down in the estimates, but 
additional provision must be made for the 
army, railways, and famine relief. 

The principal reply to the minister's pres- 


financial expert of the constitutional demo- 
crats, ex-Minister Kuffiet, who criticised the 
budget from the standpoint of the present 
financial system of Russia, particularly the 
forms of indirect taxation, bearing the heay- 
lost on the poorer classes, but recognized the 
impossibility of making reckless attempts to 
change the system. 
Cost of War and Revolt. 
He attributed Russia's financial difficul- 
ties to three great causes—the costly war, 
the costlier revolution, and the great famine. 
The budget had been drafted on the basis of 
the most extreme economy. While the total 
expenditures, $1,236,000,000, showed a nom- 
inal decrease of $20,000,000 over 1906, the 
actual saving was almost $200,000,000. The 
government was really spending last year 
$1,649,000,000, owing to the extraordinary ex- 
penses, famine relief, etc., instead of the 
$1,255,000,000 contemplated by the budget. 
M. Kuttler in reply assailed indirect taxa- 
tion as being favoritism towards the rich. 
He said only 11 per cent of the revenue was 
derived from direct taxes. The indirect 
taxes, he added, all bore with great harsh- 
ness on the poor. 


Public Debt $4,500,000;000. 

In conclusion M. Kuttler analyzed the 
public debt, amounting to 64,500,000, 000, with 
an annual interest charge of $191,000,000, de- 
claring that only $1,750,000,000 had been ex- 
pended on railroads and productive works 
while. $2,750,000,000 had been spent for war 
adventurism. After several other speeches 
the discussion was adjourned until April 4 
without a vote being taken on a resolution 
of the constitutional democrats providing 
for the acceptance of the budget.

Castillo, he said, told them there was a 
large supply of arms and ammunition near 
Flor de Mayo, but when they got there all had 
been removed.

While on sentry duty this 
man saw the guards approaching and fired 
his gun. in a few minutes the band was fly- 
ing, leaving Rodriguez a captive.

Prince, Engaged to Marry Princess 
Alexandra of Schleswig-Holstein, 
Likely to Be Chosen for American 
University Course, Berlin Report 
Says wedding Is Postponed Till 
1908 in Order to Give Him Chance 
to Complete His Education.

For this 
purpose M. Piou did not hesitate to take ad- 
vantage of a man whose intelligence is de- 
low the average, but who shows nothing of 
the low characteristics that must be his if 
M. Piou spoke the truth.” 

M. Clemenceau explains the famous meet- 
ing at which M. Piou communicated to Mer. 
Montagnini under a pledge of deepest se-

DON'T PULL TOGETHER. 


Points to Recent Eleetion in His 
Own State as Result of Dis- 
organized Effort. 


Alliance, O., April 2.—Lieut. Gov. Lewis 
Stuyvesant Chanler of New York was the 
principal speaker at the Jeffersonian ban- 
quet here tonight.

Democracy has ever been beset with dimi- 
culties and forn by dissensions. We yield to 
no man’s rule. We insist upon the inherent 
right of individual opinion. But as a party 
we must pursue a certain and cohesive policy 
to attain our end. 

“ When we denounce existing evils the cry 
of wolf is raised and our democratic forces 
scatter, only to find that what they feared 
was a wolf is the chérished lamb of a repub- 


licah president, which supplies enough wool © 


to clothe his whole administration with a 
garment of assumed righteousness. 

“ As with the nation so with the state—at 
least the state which, I have the, honor to 
represent tonight—the state of New York. 
During the last campaign whoever supported 
the policy and platform of the democratic 
party was called an enarchist by the conser- 
vative press and people of both parties. 
Hearst was defeated by democrats. Hughes 
was elected by democrats. 

What lesson do we learn from thie? That 
democrats must stand together before elec- 
tion and upon electionday. They must stand 
for democratic doctrines as such before they 
receive the approval of republican elected 
officials. In my opinion, the: democracy of 
the empire state has learned this lesson 
and is daity becoming more closely united.

Tells of Conversation with Messenger 
as te Destruction of Letter Books 
in Corridors of Office at Washing~ 
ton in 1903—Prosecution Will Ar- 
gue That Witness Acted in Dark 
Cencerning Claime—Others Testify 
as to Official Records. 


Washington. D. C., April 2.—The defense in 
the Hermann trial called W. A. Richards, 
former commissioner of the general land 
office as its first witness today. Mr. Rich- 
ards said that in January, 1008, he was told 
by his messenger that a chief messenger and 
an assistant were tearing up Mr. Hermann’s 
letter books in the corridors, 

This testimony was objected to by the pros 
ecution, and the court remarked that he did 
not see how the fact of publicity regarding 
the deatruction of the letter books would af- 
fect the character of the act. United States 
Attorney Baker said that the government 
would argue to the jury that the defendant 
destroyed his letter books openly and no- 
toriously. 

Mr. Richards produced memoranda which 
was made at the time he passed the tweive 
Puter claims to patent. In this connection 
United States Attorney Baker remarked that 
the government would argue to the jury that 
Richards acted in the dark regarding these 
claims; that he wes put in possession by 
Binger Hermann of only part of the papers 
regarding them.

charges. This investigation is still dragging 
on and it is believed that the trouble be- 
tween Gen. Wood and Cairns arose as an in- 
cident to the inquiry. Cainne being an em- 
ployé of the civil government and not subject 
to a court martial, can be prosecuted only 
before the civil government, 


SECOND DEATH OF DIPHTHERIA. 


Anderson Family Buries 1 Year Old 
Child—Pastor Cain Did Not Re- 
fuse to Conduct Funeral. 


The second death from diphtheria in the 
family of M. Anderson, 1108 Bryn Mawr ave- 
nue, occurred late Monday night. The child, 
which was 1 year old, was buried yesterday. 
The first death occurred last Friday. The 
funeral the following morning was interrupt- 
ed by the arrival of officers from the health 
department. Until then the house had not 
been quarantined. 

The Rev. Louis P. Cain, pastor of the Edge- 
water Presbyterian church, yesterday ex- 
plained that he did not refuse to enter the 
Anderson residence to conduct services. 

“The facts are that I called to the house 
two hours after the death of the girl on Friday 
and offered my sympathy to the family,” 
said the minister. In the course of the call 
I learned that the child no longer wag attend- 
ing my Sunday school, but was connected 
with the Lutheran church, so in common 
courtesy I said nothing about conducting the 
funera) services. I was not afraid of con- 
tracting the disease. I have not, in all the 
years of my ministry, and never would re- 
fuse to conduct funeral services for any one.”

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Sanders, trainer for C. K. G. Billings, was the 
only witness examined today in the Lou Du - 
lon-Major Delmar scandal trial before Justice 
Greenbaum and a jury in the Supreme court. 

Sanders was a witness for the plaintiff, the 
Memphis Trotting association, which is seek- 
ing to recover from Ed E. Smathers, owner 
of Major Delmar, the gold cup won by his 
gelding in the much talked of Memphis race 
of 1004, when, it is alleged, the Billings mare 
was doped a short time before the horses 
went to the post. 

Sanders told of six attempts which were 
made to get him to throw the race, all of them 
by his brother Ed. a racetrack hanger on, and 
George W. Spear, at that time a driver and 
trainer for Mr. Smathers. Spear testified on 
Monday he had tried to fix things. for the 
race, but that the negotiations fell through. 
It was Trainer Sanders’ understanding that 
all these advances were made in behalf of 
Mr. Smathers. 


Must Prove Injury to Mare. 


Counsel for the owner of Major Delmar ob- 
jected to the admission of the conversations 
between the two Sanders on the ground that 
the conversation of an alleged co-conspirator 
with a third person were not admissible as 
binding upon Mr. Smathers. Justice Green- 
baum admitted the testimony on condition 
that the alleged consummation of the act 
would have to be proved or he would dismiss 
the case. 

Sanders testified that his brother Ed ap- 
proached him first about Oct. 8, 1904, at the 
Lexington track. Ed had been practically 
living on what he got from him. The broth- 
er statement, according to the witness, was 
that Smathers was willing to pay $5,000 to 
have Lou Dillon put out of the race. 

I told my brother,“ testified the trainer, 
you go away and neyer say anything more 
to me about this matter. I want Lou Dillon 
to win, and all the money in the world 
wouldn’t get me to do anything to hurt her 
chances.“ 


Declines to Talk to Smathers. 


A few days later Ed came to him again 
and remarked that he was foolish not to take 
the “easy money.“ Again the alleged 
tempter was repulsed, but he returned to the 
attack a third time when they were walk- 
ing along the Lexington track and saw 
Smathers standing near by. 

“There is Mr. Smathers; it would be a 
good time to talk to him now,“ Brother Ed 
is alleged to have remarked. 

The trainer testified he answered.that he 
had nothing to say to Mr. Smathers and 
passed on. As they passed Smathers he said 
„% Good- morning. boys,” and Ed stopped. 
Millard went on, but he heard Mr. Smathers 
remark: “I can beat your mare on the 
square.” Ed came at him aggin while he was 
at the Lexington track, but got no more 
satisfaction than on previous occasions. 

The race took place at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon of Tuesday,, Oct. 18. Sanders 
described the race and the condition of 
Lou Dillon after it was over with an en- 
thusiasm that caught the jurors. He said 
he had seen the mare take her last feed be- 
fore the. race and he jogged her around the 
track several times before he turned her over 
to Mr. Billings, the owner, in what he re- 
garded as fit condition. 


Sanders Describes the Race ; 


It was not @ good start,”’ said the trainer 
in describing the race. It was only on the 
fourth score that they got away. Then went 
to the quarter Major Delmar slightly in the 
lead. At the half Lou Dillon hed gained the 
fraction of a head. It was a fine race. They 
were going like the wind when suddenly Lou 
Dillon began to ease up. We all began to won- 
der what the matter was. Shes lowed down 
suddenly and Major Delmar raced in easily 
in 2:07, with the mare away back. When we 
unhitched her and led her to the stables she 
looked all tired and exhausted, as though she 
hadn’t any ambition left. She walked kind 
of staggery as if she hadm’t any snap. Her 
ears were hanging.. We tried to revive her. 
I sent one of the men over to the clubhouse 
and got a pint bottle of champagne, some 
of which I gave her. When we got her out 
in the aisle of the barn to be harnessed for 
the next heat her flanks showed the thumps. 
She then was taken out and down to the 
stand to Mr. Billings. A veterinarian was 
called by the judges, who examinedher. Mr. 
Billings scored Her up slowly, and I insisted 
on hie not starting in the next heat because 
I was afraid she would drop dead.” 

The witness said Mr. Billings decided he 
would go slowly and give the race to Smath- 
ers. 

After the race a veterinarian was called 
again. The mare was breathing hard, was 
still distressed, but she began to recover. 
She did not eat much that morning or the 
next morning. It was two or three days be- 
fore she was herself again, however. 


Is Cross Examined. 

Under cross examination Caruthers Ewing 
of Memphis, Tenn., one of the counsel for 
the defendant, attacked the credibility of the 
witness. He wanted to know whether he had 
„ pulled Anzela in a race with Major Del- 
mar. The witness replied he hadn't. 

Mr. Ewing tried to show also that Lou Dil- 
lon had shown a dangerous weakness in the 
homestretch in other races. He referred par- 
ticularly to a race in Cleveland in July, 1904. 
when Lou Dillon was trying to beat the 2:08% 
record of Maud 8. ä 

Didn't she fail and practically collapse in 
the stretch?’ asked the lawyer. 

The witness couldn't say the mare had col- 
lapsed, but she was tired out. 

He sald that after he had been approached 
to throw the race he warned Mr. Billings’ 
manager, and told Ed Malloy, Lou Dillon's 
keeper, to maintain a close watch on the 
mare. The witness admitted Lou Dillon 
wasn't out of his sight more than ten or fif- 
teen minutes, if at all, in the hour or two 
immediately preceding the race. So far as he 
knew the keeper, Malloy, and the groom 
were with the mare all the time in the stable 
on that day, and there was a big crowd of 
people coming and going from the stable.

Management of Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poration Decides Loss on Government 
Work Is Too Costly. 


NEW YORK, April 2.—[Special. Charles 
M. Schwab, president of the Bethlehem Steel 
corporation, announced efter the annual 
— ot the company in Newark today 
that the company would take no more ship- 
buildi contracts from the government, 

The company owns the Union Iron works 
of San Francisco, which built the Oregon, and 
has three warships under construction at 
present; the Crescent Shipyard corporation, 
and the Samuel L. Moore & Sons corporation, 
Elizabethport, N. J.; the Eastern Shipbuild- 
ing company. New London; the Harlan & 
Hollingsworth corporation, Wilmington; and 
the Carteret Improvement company, Gar- 
teret, N. J. The facilities of all these sub- 
sidiaries, Mr. Schwab said, would hence- 
forth be utilized for the making of merchant 
vessels exclusively. 

“I never knew any one to make any 
money out of battleship construction,’’ said 
Mr. Schwab, and the Bethlehem Steel cor- 
poration never will build another ship, for 
the government.. From the time of the or- 
ganization of the company it has been the 
shipbuilding business rather than the steel 
business proper that has proved unprofitable. 

“ We have conclusive evidence of this, for 
we have charged off altogether $3,000,000 loss 
from the shipbuilding. companies. In the 
construction of the three ships now building 
at the Union Iron works alone we have in 
the last year charged off $1,725,000. 

“The principal cause of loss, Mr. Schwab 
added, is the succession of unreasonable 
delays caused by governmental red tape.“ 

The report of the company for the year 
which ended on Dec. 81 last showed a deficit 
of $1,250,197, as compared with a surplus of 
$1,843,619 in the preceding year. At nostage 
of the proceedings did the slightest opposition 
to the management develop.

RULING ON RISK COMPANIES. 


Wisconsin Attorney General Holds Con- 
cerns Must Pay All Policy Holders 
on Self-Sustaining Basis. 


Madison, Wis., April 2—Attorney General 
Frank G. Gilbert today submitted an opinion 
— that it is obligatory on the part of 

the Wisconsin Life Insurance confpany to as- 
gess all policy holders whose premium rates 
are insufficient to such amount as would put 
them on a self-sustaining basis or reduce the 
amount of. insurance to such amount as the 
present rates will purchase, 

This applies to certain old assessment poli- 
cies written befofe the change of the com- 
pany to the full legal reserve basis in 1899, 
when Insurance Commissioner Fricke took 
the company in hand and insisted upon its 
putting up the legal reserve. The decision 
also holds that the company is estopped when 
settling up the defense that the maintaining 
of such a reserve is an unjust and illegal 


burden. 


The attorney general holds that the com- 


pany either should levy an assessment 
against these old policies sufficient to bring 
them to a self-sustaining basis or else shall 
file a lien against such policies to be paid 
when the policy becomes a claim at death.

met | Judge Tells Pirst Voters” of 
New York How to Wipe Out 
«i Corporation Evils. 


New York, April 2.—At the rally meeting 
of first’ voters in Cooper Union tonight Judge 


Peter . Grosscup delivered a speech on the 


present industrial situation. He époke in 
part as follows: 

Mr. Ryan is reported to have said a few 
days ago that the railroads of the country 
were owned by the people of the country. In 
a large sense that is true: The bonds that 
have built and equipped the railroads are 
owned by the people in considerable amounts. 
The people own, too, the great bulk of the 
wealth in the form of deposits in banks, in- 
surance companies, and the like that is large- 


‘ly utilized’ by rallroad owners in the way of 


loans to carry their securities. But neither 
in the railroad world, nor the corporation 
world generally, have the people obtained 
in the power and advantage 
that goes with actual proprietorship. The 
hand may be the hand of Esau, but the voice 
is the voice of Jacob. And it is upon this 
great fact—the ninety and nine furnishing the 
meana, but practically deprived of partici- 
pa in the power and advantage of the 
coun incorporated property—that the 
great questions of our future hinge. 


Destruction Not a Cure. 

“What government is to men politically 
organized the ‘corporation’. is to 
industry organized, And as into the insti- 
tution of government was introduced secur- 
ity to the individual man, working his way 
up to full participation in political power, 
into the corporation must be introduced 
the prohibitions and Iimitations, the ways 
and means, that will give security} to the 
individual American, working his way 
toward proprietorship in the industrial 

The corporation is here to stay. To 
destroy it would be as if our fathers, 
instead of reforming government, that it 
might open up avenues to the individual man, 
had destroyed government altogether. No, 


it u not the destroyér that we should in- 


voke, nor a continuance of the whirlwind 
of passion and misunderstandings. Nor, on 
the other hand, the dead calm that would 
be followed only by another and more de- 
structive whirlwind. 

It is the rebuilder that we must invoke; 
that reconstruction of the corporation, that 
opening up to the middle American an op- 
portunity to work out his instinct for an 
individual independence of his own, will 
eventually transform the great new life 
that the corporation embodies, as govern- 
ment was transformed, into something that 
the people will proudly sustain, because the 
people's industrial Mfe then will be some- 
thing that really belongs to them—something 
into which hope and aspiration pour, as well 
as toil and self-denials.” 

After a résumé of the corporation reform 
in Germany thirty years ago, and its re- 
sults, Judge Grosscup continued. But, 
while I am not attempting in detail to point 
out the exact structure of the American 
corporation as it should stand when re- 
constructed, some of the principles on which 
the reconstructions should take place can 
be particularized. The reconstructed cor- 
poration, for instance, must have no place in 
it for those schemes of spoliation that, 
within or without, plunder the peopie whose 
capital has created it and whose patronage 
must support it. In the reconstructed cor- 
poration the securities issued must be re- 
lated in some way to the values actually 
put in. Not only must the officers. be 
trustees of the stockholders, held to the 
strict accountability to which individual 
trustees are now held, and denied the privi- 
lege, as individual trustees are now denied, 
of making profit out of the trust, but the ad- 
ministration of the trust, as in the case of 
individual trustees, must be constantly kept 
under the eye of some tribunal of the gov- 
ernment. 


National Curb Needed. 


“ The corporation to be genuinely reformed 
must be reformed everywhere. It will do 
little good to have reformed corporations in 
New York while the free and easy corpora- 
tions of New Jersey remain. The reform in 
all essential respects must be uniform 
throughout the nation and the states; and 
this will not come until some national or- 
ganization, embodying public opinion on this 
subject, resolves in earnest that the corpora- 
tion— the legal embodiment of the country’s 
industry—shall be genuinely reformed, that 
it may embody also the nation’s spirit of 
democracy and fair play; and then obtain 
the mandate of the people to frame à cor- 
poration policy, both for the states and the 
nation, that will carry that resolve into exe- 


cution.”’

The usual gist of crop reports came from 
the west and southwest, which again had to 
be contented with scattered local showers 
and with a general prediction of fair weather 
with rising temperature. As on the previous 
Gay. there was much in the crop talk to 
please the believers in higher prices, many 
messages indicating that the “ bugs" were 
extending their operations into hitherto un- 
touched sections, with the wake of their 
course being marked by big damage. There 
were, however, numerous advices of a less 
serious character, the previous reports of 
serious losses being ridiculed. Kansas City 
wired as follows: “Several reports from 
Missouri claim green bugs, but no important 
damage as yet. Wheat in Missouri is gener- 
ally pretty well advanced. El Reno, Okla., 
says damage to wheat is 80 per cent, oats 60 
per cent. Kingfisher, Okla., says wheat is 
damaged 10 per cent, with bugs playing 
bavoc with oats." Bracken of Kansas City 
said: “ Seneca, Mo., wrote: We regret to ad- 
vise that the green bug is here and doing 
more or less damage, which already is from 
five to ten acres in each leid.“ Mount Ver- 
non, Springfield, and Nevada, all in Missouri, 
also reported increasing apprehension over 
the presence of the insects, Mount Vernon 
declaring that some fields had suffered total
